The quality of a man is to be judged 
by the way he meets disappointment and 
defeat. Neville Chamberlain turned his 
hour of humiliation into one of honor by 
the gracious way he laid aside the highest 
place within the gift of the British people. 
The speech in which he announced his 
resignation of the premiership and plead 
that the whole-hearted support of the na- 
tion be given to his successor was one to 
disarm critics and confirm the confidence 
of supporters. It was the speech of a 
genuine man and a sound patriot; the kind 
of speech every man must hope that he 
could find it in his heart to make in like 
circumstances. 

Chamberlain made mistakes, of course. 
Let him who has made none ask himself 
what he ever did or tried to do. The mis- 
takes will be forgiven, for they were due to 
fineness of character, not to perversity. 
Chamberlain was disqualified by his 
make-up and his standards of conduct to 
deal with the ruffians at Berlin. He could 
not understand that a thug is really a 
thug, a designing creature to whom faith, 
honor and pledges are only words. It was 
inconceivable to him that Hitler could be 
quite what his record proved him to be. 
That was a fatal flaw in anyone who had 
to deal with the world’s Number One 
prevaricator, but a flaw for which he is 
rather to be admived than censured. 


Planned Outrage 


More even than the blitzkrieg launched 
upon Poland or the over-night onslaught 
upon Finland, the attack on Belgium and 
Holland supply every conceivably scrap 
of evidence of having been long contem- 
plated, thought out to the last detail, and 
rehearsed until the actors played their 
parts with automatic precision. As an 
achievement in military technique it was 
as near perfection as painstaking study, 
unlimited resources and machine-like 
obedience to orders could make it. 

That the plot did not meet the instant 
success expected was due to the courage 
and skill of the defending forces. That 
these were able to halt the invaders is re- 
markable evidence of their tenacity, in- 
itiative, and the skill of their commanders. 
The assailants had all the advantage of a 
surprise, and were all over the two little 
countries in a matter of hours. Every sort 
of equipment, from bombers and troop- 
carrying airplanes to flat boats, was 
brought into use, and used as only prac- 
tice could have made possible. Nothing 
was left to chance. Every foreseeable con- 
tingency was provided for. The two coun- 
tries were to be over-run and completely 
occupied before their defence forces 
could get into effective action or help 
could come from the Allies. 

It will be useless for Berlin to pretend 
that this latest outrage was a sudden im- 
pulse, as was claimed for the carefully 
prepared raid on Norway. It was a de- 
liberately planned, cold-blooded scheme. 
No set of gangsters ever plotted murder 
and robbery more thoroughly, or with 
more callous indifference to all moral con- 
siderations. 


“Then and Now 


Those in Canada, and elsewhere, who 
think the Allies have not been making the 
progress they should have made, would 
do well to recall the situation at the end of 
six months of the “last war” and compare 
it with the situation at present. 

By the spring of 1915 Germany had 
gained possession of Belgium and north- 
eastern France. The Allies had had the 
worst of the fighting from the outset, and 
had been saved from disaster only by the 
“miracle” of the Marne. They then faced 
the task of driving the enemy out of 
France and Belgium; and were in no con- 
dition to undertake the job. In the six 
months of fighting they had lost 600,000 
men, including the flower of the British 
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fered appreciable losses. The German 
army is at full strength, and has been for 
months. The Allied forces are growing 
daily, their reserves of equipment and 
munitions increasing far faster than they 
are being used up. The chance of the 
enemy to strike a decisive blow is waning, 
while that of the Allies is waxing. 

Undoubtedly the present situation is 
far from satisfactory, but by comparison 
it is highly encouraging. 


A Real Job 


It is no easy job Prime Minister King 
has picked for Hon. J. A. MacKinnon in 
making him minister of trade and com- 
merce. Aside from the department of 
finance, which stands in a class by itself, 
this is at all times one of the heaviest and 
most important portfolios. In war-time 
the duties of the minister are peculiarly 
difficult and exacting. Whenever any- 


where in the world a neutral country be- . 


comes an ally or an enemy, a new set of 
problems and worries are dropped on the 
desk of the head of the trade and com- 
merce department. This is one instance 
only of the reactions which come to him as 
the result of war conditions and changes. 

Just now the department is confronted 
with an opportunity to gain for Canada a 


share of the trade which Germany hag lost . 


in other countries, particularly countries 
in Central and South America. Germany 
did a heavy import business into practi- 
cally all those countries. But the oppor- 
tunity tc secure some of this for Canada 
is hedged about with difficulties. Germany 
did its export trade on a barter basis, and 
on the rule that exports must equal im- 
ports from each foreign country. All the 
South American countries have established 
strict Government control over exports, 
imports and exchange. To extend Canad- 
ian imports there is a task bristling with 
complications. Yet the urge to make the 
most of the opportunity is compelling, be- 
cause the ability of the Dominion to 
finance its war effort must depend largely 
upon the amount of trade we can do 
abroad. 

The minister of trade and commerce 
must be a man of clear understanding and 
relentless industry. These are qualities 
which Mr. MacKinnon possesses in marked 
degree, and it can be predicted that he 
will administer the department with credit 
to himself and benefit to the country. 


A point not to be overlooked is that 
the attack on Belgium and Holland has 
added a million trained and equipped men 
to the fighting forces of the Allies. The 
fight they are making against tremendous 
odds shows that they will pull their 
weight. 

People in the Balkans are said to be 
breathing easier now that Hitler has 
raided the Low Countries and involved 
himself in a life and death struggle along 
the western front. Their relief can be 
understood. But what a condition when 
people in one neutral country have to de- 
pend for safety, or supposed safety, upon 
the lightning striking somewhere else.

It's difficult under the strain of war to be 
fair to the Nazis. Most people depict them as 
hating everyone and everything British, This 
is not true, There are, roughly, 490,000,000 peo- 
ple in the British Empire. So far as I can 
calculate, the Nazis hate only 489,990,099 of 

them. The exception is a

SHAKESPEARE manager of the Globe theatre 

in London, named Will 
Shakespeare. The Nazis have good reason to 
except him. Their scholars, like Professor 
Wolfgang Keller, have made it plain. Boiled 
down in: brief form the reason is this: Shake- 
speare was a German soul—his works prove 
that—especially where stout Jack Falstaff on 
whom Goering has been modelled, with other 
Shakespearian comic characters refer to the 
French as false, big-mouthed, frivolous and 
tricky. 

When souls were being allotted to the bodies 
in the middle of the 16th Century, by some 
mischance it is said the German soul of the poet 
got into the family of the Stratford butcher at 
the time Will was born. 

Believe it or not, but recent issue of the 
Berlin Der Angriff-Tageszeitung der Deutschen 
Arbeitsfront (The Daily Claw of the German 
Labor Front) carried a drawing on the matter.

Strength Through Joylessness 

Dr. Strength Through Joy Ley, in the offi- 
cial German press, has issued a statement cal- 
culated to restore the confidence of Nazis both 
in the outcome of the present struggle and in 
their divine destiny. First, as to the war, he 
stills any uneasiness which British naval or 
military activity may have caused. Britain can- 
not win since her people are, he says, degen- 
erate and lordly, a hopeless racial mixture, 
decadent and ripe for defeat. Such a race as 
this can hardly be expected to stand up against 
the unity of National Socialism. The remarks 
about Britain, like most of the Nazi creed, are 
not original. Britain has always been said to 
be decadent—generally by her own people. That 
cry persists through the centuries until great 
happenings prove its falsity. That aspect of his 
statement is so stale that it merits no further 
notice, 

More startling is his assertion of German 
unity and his: outline of the social system at 
whieh Hitler aims. Social justice, as it is under- 
stood by Dr. Ley, includes three class divisions. 
First comes the super man—deriving his 
superiority from a swastika badge and a swag- 
gering manner. A new middle-class contains 
those who cannot or do not care to aspire to such 
greatness, Below them are the subject alien 
races privileged, in a scheme of social justice, to 
enter into servitude. Among the slave class the 
Jews have already been bonded, the Czechs and 
the Poles are rapidly being brought into bond- 
age, and there is no reason to suppose that the 
South African would be excluded from that 
class if the Nazis established their power in the 
sub-Continent.—Cape Argus (Capetown). 


The Perfect Answer 


An ignorant and impertinent fellow writes 
from Hopkins, Minnesota, this letter to the edi- 
tor of the Minneapolis Star Journal: 

“Why not a republic of Canada? Would 
we not all have more respect and admiration 
for Canada as an independent country than 
as an English puppet state? 

“What did the last war do for Canada? 
What will this one do? As a dominion, it can- 
not choose one of its own as governor general 
but must accept one of English choosing, from 
a foreign land. 

“Some day we may see America a unani- 
mous land of republics.

We do not need to answer him from this side 
of the line, because the job is done perfectly by 
the editor of the Star Journal in a note append- 
ed to the letter: 

“Peacetime Canada is as democratic as the 
United States, although it has parliamentary 
instead of republican rule. Wartime Canada 
probably remains as democratic as the United 
States would be if we went to war. Canada 
does choose its own governor general. If it 
wanted a Canadian in that post, it could have 
one. Canada is an independent common- 
wealth, linked on equal status with Britain 
itself through voluntary fealty to the same 
king.” 

That is, incidentally, an excellent phrase to 
describe the relationship of Canada to the Em- 
pire, which puzzles so many outsiders: “Can- 
ada is an independent commonwealth, linked on 
equal status with Britain itself through volun- 
tary fealty to the same king.—Ottewa Journal, 


On This Date - 


Seventy years ago today (May 13, 1870) the 
then young capital of Canads sew an exodus of 
parliamentarians because the third session of the 
first parliament of Canada had been prorogued 
the previous day. It had been an important and 
stormy session, tempered somewhat at its close 
by a serious illness of Sir John Macdonald, 
which took him close to death's door. This left 
Sir George Cartier as acting prime minister and 
made him chiefly responsible for the act estab- 
lishing the province of Manitoba, out of the dis- 
trict of Assinibois, purchased from the Hudson's 
Bay company, which was among the acts given 
the royal assent. The act came into force July 
15 following, so that date in 1940 will be the 70th 
birthday of the province. 

Cartier showed remarkable vision in his 
treatment of the creation of Manitoba and the 
acquisition of the west generally. In one speech 
on the Manitoba bill he said: 

“Manitoba is the key to the territories of the 
northwest, There ere beyond us boundless vast 
regions out of which later may be created prov- 
inces, and it is necessary that its tical 
machinery should be as perfect as possible The 
Indian name which has been given it, and is very 
euphonious, means ‘The God Who Speaks.’ Well 
may the new province always speak to the in- 
habitants of the northwest the language of 
reason, truth and justice.” 

The great Fether of Confederation foresaw 
the evolution 35 years later of part of the terri- 
tories into Alberta and Saskatchewan, and laid 
cowed bases of government which were followed 

by his great compatriot, Sir Wilfsid 
Leuses.

In the days before sewage and 
garbage disposal, when sanitation 
and swamp drainage were un- 
known, disease epidemics were 
much more ferquent and deadly 
than at the present time. 

It is interesting to compare the 
different ideas about sanitation 
man has had at different stages 
and to compare the close relation- 
ship between sanitary living con- 
ditions and longer living. 

The cliff dwellers lived in dirty 
abodes and apparently had little, if 
any idea of sanitation. The average 
span of life for a cliff dweller was 
very short, and probably did not 
run more than about 17 years. 

The Indian wigwam offers an- 
other jllustration of early living 
conditions, The Indians in general 
lived a more healthful life than the 
cliff dwellers and had a somewhat 
better idea of sanitation. Conse- 
quently, their average age of life 
was extended over that of the cliff 
dwellers. 

The log cabins of the early 
pioneers were cleaner than the 
Indian wigwam, but still the early 
settlers did not always understand 
how to separate the drainage from 
outhouses and barns so as to keep 
it away from their wells and 
springs, The average length of life 
of these pioneers was approxi- 
mately 30 years. 

In the modern home, we see the 
best model of sanitary living. 
Plumbing, proper garbage disposal, 
and refrigeration of food, all help 
to make life more hea!thful,

GIVE SERVICE 


Free Literature Has Ad- 
vice For Mothers On 
Children’s Care 


Province of Alberta is up in the 
van in the march toward better 
care of infants and expectant 
mothers. The department of 
public health maintains in all 
cities and large towns of the 
province modern clinics for 
babies and pre-school children. 

In Edmonton the nursing branch 
of the department of health main- 
tains a clinic in the Labor Hall at 
10182 100 street. A doctor is in at- 
tendance at all times and Edmon- 
ton mothers are at liberty to bring 
their infants for examination and 
treatment on three days of each 
week, as follows: Tuesday—1 to 4 
p.m.; Wednesday—2 to 4 pm

Eloquent Address Made 
By Lionel Forsyth, K.C. 
At Termination 


Closing scenes in the trial of 35 
defendants, manufacturers, whole- 
salers, and jobbers on charges of 
tine members of an alleged 
“tobacco combine” were featured 

by cloquent addresses to the court 

by Lionel Forsyth, K.C., Montreal, 
chief defense counsel, and an 
address by Mr, Justice A. A. Me- 

Gillivray, presiding judge, in 

which the jurist outlined the rea- 
sons for the abrupt termination 
of the trial, 

It had been anticipated that the 
trial would have lasted at least two 
months, there being more than 3,000 
exhibits to be placed before the 
jury. 

ADDRESSES TO COURT 


The addresses to the court and 
jury follow: 

Mr. Forsyth: My Lord, pardon me 
before your lordship addresses the | 
jury. would like to point out in 
the first place notwithstanding the 
provisions of section 962 of the 
criminal code—I take it my learn- 
ed friend has no further evidence 
to offer, and I am therefore, my 
Lord, formally asking Your Lord- 
ship to instruct the jury to return 
a verdict of not guilty. 

The Court; What is the section 
teferred to?, 

Mr, Forsyth: The section of the 
code I refer to is section 962 re- 
lating to a stay of proceedings by 
the Attorney General. In the first 
place, my Lord, there is no evidence 
before this Court that the Attorney 
General has delegated the power to 
enter the stay. The form in which 
my learned friend states that the 
Stay is presented is one which I 
suggest to your Lordship is not per- 
mitted by the section of the code 
in question. As I heard my learned 
friend—he will correct me if I am 
wrong—he asks a stay of proceed- 
ings against the persons now on 
trial—that is, now on trial; am I 
correct? 

Mr. A. L. Smith: Yes, I have en- 
tered a Stay against all defendants | 
now on trial. | 

Mr. Forsyth: I am suggesting to | 
Your Lordship that is something 
which the section does not contem- 
plate. This section contemplates— 
I will read it: 

“The Attorney General may, at 
any time after an indictment has 

been found against any person 
for any offence and before judg- 
ment is given thereon, direct the 
officer of the Court to make on 
the record an entry that the pro- 
ceedings are stayed by his di- 
rection, and on such entry being 
made all such proceedings shall 
be stayed accordingly. 

“The Attorney General may dele- 
gate such power in any particular 
court to any counsel nominated by 
him.”

ment—of course, I do not need to! 
say to your lordship that there are 
other defendants because their) 
names appear on this indictment, | 
and read to the jury, and in the 
opening by my learned friend they 
were sifted, so we would know who} 
was here and who was not. 

Then, my Jord, may I make this| 
observation; Lord Bacon, I believe, | 
once said that justice is sweetest) 
when it is freshest. I do not know | 
whether the same can be said of | 
law and procedure, but I do say 
this, my lord, that we present in this 
court today are witnessing a use of | 
a power of the attorney general of 
a province of Canada that has never 
been exercised in this manner in 
the history of the English common 
law either in England or in this 
country, 

The attorney general of the prov- 
ince is entrusted’ with the powers 
and charged with the duties which 
belong to the attorney general and| 
solicitor general of England by law | 
or usage so far as the same powers 
and duties are applicable to the 
province; and also with the powers | 
and duties which belong to the} 
office of the attorney general and 
solicitor general in respect of the 
laws of Canada and of the province 
to be administered and carried into 
effect by the government of the 
province, 


BACKWARD STEP 

So I say, my lord, if you look 
through the authorities as I did yes- 
terday you will never find an in- 
stance where the ruling of a trial 
judge, be it right or wrong, has 
been challenged by the crown in 
an yother way than by resort to the 
courts ofa ppeal, and to the law. 
That is what I say, my lord, and I 
say to your lordzhip this, that this 
step today marks a backward step 
in the enforcement of the criminal 
law; it marks a step that is a depriv- 
ation of rights of subjects of His| 
Majesty, all of whom are equal be- 
fore the Jaw, This is the first time 
in the history of common law that 
the crown, the fountain of justice, 
haes set itself above the law. 

Many times, my Lord, in the ex- 
perience of all of us who appear 
before these courts, differences of 
epinion arise as to what the law | 


poses of the trial is final. 

But the law of the land gives re- | 
course, gives a remedy that the 
ruling, if it is unacceptable to the 
Crown, or if it Js unacceptable to the 
defence, may be challenged else- 
where, and I suggest to your Lord- 
ship this: that the power conferred 
upon the Attorney General to stay 
proceeding: he nature of @ Nolle | 
Prosse was a power conferred for 
the purpose of seeing that proceed- 


|} sors charged 


ings which should not properly be 
proceeded with should not go on, 
and the reason for that, your Lord- 
ship, is this, that the Crown lends 
its name to the private prosecutor 
and that if the private prosecutor 
using the name of the Crown secks 
to abuse the process of the court 
then the power of the Attorney Gen- 
eral is to step in and bring a nolle 
prosse., 


QUESTION RESULT 

Now, my Lord, I suggest to you 
that if this step ennounced by those 
representing the attorney general of 
this province, if this step is to be the 
common practice in the courts of 
this province or of any other prov- 
ince of Canada, what is the result 
going to be? We will stay proceed- 
ings for a time, there is a ruling 
against us, and we will march up 
into court with a new indictment, 
we will find a judge who is compla- 
cent. 

If that is in accordance with the 
great traditions and the fairness of 
justice, the administration of the 
English Common Law and of the 
rights of persons accused before the 
bar, then the sooner we change our 
system—it is being attacked today 
in other places—the sooner it is 
changed, your Lordship, if that is 
what the result is to be, the better. 

Here are the clients whom I re- 
present called before the bar of 
this court last year, in March. 
Quite a long preliminary hear- 
ing that filled books and books, 
and exhibits, documents, reams 
of evidence were taken; after all 
the preliminary steps, or the steps 
Preliminary to trial were gone 
through we came before this 
court; 300 jurors were called away 
from the country around about 
here and we selected six. 


We entered upon the trial and) 


now have the action of His Majesty's 
attorney general, because he doesn’t 
like the ruling of the trial judge 
and apparently is apprehensive 


about taking it where normally one | 


would take it—we stay proceedings. 
and to use an old Latin expression 
“sine die,” we go-without a day 


If I could on such a subject venture | 
to be humorous we go without a 


day indeed and night has come 


upon the Jaw. Your lordship, justice | 


is sweetest when it is freshest. 


POWER IS INDICATED 
Mr. Justice A. A. McGillivray: 


You have heard what counsel have} 


had to say. In my view section 
962 of the Criminal Code gives to 
the attorney general the authority 
and to counsel under his direction, 
the authority to enter a stay at any 
time after an indictment has been 
found, and so in my opinion there 
is statutory authority for entering 


a stay, even after the case has gone 


to the jury for final determination, 
much less at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings; that that power should be 


exercised in good faith and in ac-| 


cordance with the best traditions of 
the Bar goes without saying; but 
the power is there, and it is a power 
which I, as a judge, cannot deny 
the exercise of, by the attorney 
general, 

With regard to the indictment 
being stayed in respect to these 
accused persons who are now on 
trial and not as against those oc- 
cused persons who are not now 
on trial, you have heard what 
counsel have to say about that. 

For my part, I think it is within 
the power of the Attorney General 
or of counsel acting under his di- 
rection, to enter a stay with regard 
to any accused person and proceed 
with the trial of other accused per- 

in the same indict- 
ment, or in this country, formal 
charge, 


SEPARATE APPLICATION 


With regard to Mr, Parlee's ap- 
plication to have those documents 
which were seized by the Crown 
delivered back to his clients forth- 
with, it seems gto me’ that that must 
be the Subject of a seperate appli- 
cation on notice to the Crown, and 
I shall not deal with it now, 
whether I have power so to do or 
not, 


Now in view of what I have 
said, gentlemen, it sufficiently ap- 
pears that you are new to be re- 
leased from jury duty in this 
case. In my opinion it is of some 
importance that you should be in- 
formed as to just why this is be- 
ing done. The Crown has stated 
that it has an opinion in law con- 
trary to a ruling made by me. It 
should be unnecessary te say to 
you or to anyone else, while the 
court welcomes the assistance of 
counsel it dees net take direction 
on the law from any counsel, 

Now, as you know, on Wednes- 
day last the crown offered in eyi- 
dence a circular letter dated Aug- 
ust 5, 1929, sent ovt by the witness 
Wait as secretary to the members 
of the Southern Alberta Confec- 
tionery and Tobacco Jobbers’ Asso- 
ciation some of whom are defend- 
ants in this case.

REFUSED AS EXHIBIT 

Early on in this trial I was at 
some pains to point out, with a view 
to assisting crown counsel, that I 
would not accept evidence which 
was not relevant in the sense of 
having some probative force to 
establish one of two or both of the 
propositions that the conspiracy 
charged was entered into and that 
the defendants or some of them 
participated therein. It seemed to} 
me that this circular letter, unsup- 
ported as it was by any evidence) 
whatsoever as to the truth of its} 
contents, did not meet the require- 
ment as to proof, last mentioned, | 
and so I refused to accept it as an| 
exhibit. 

Following upon this ruling, the 
crown asked for and obtained an 
adjournment to consider its posi- 
tion, with the result that the 
crown now enters a stay, as in 
my opinion it is entitled to do, | 
and so it puts an end to this trial. | 

I think it important that you as 
jurors, and from the standpoint of 
the administration of law in this! 
province, all others who are inter- 
ested in this trial should know that! 
the crown has not been prevented | 
from proving the truth of the coi- 
tents of the circular letter in ques-| 
| tion, This sufficiently appears from} 
the record which I now read. 

“Mr, A, L, Smith: This man was} 
spokesman for a number of accused | 
pertons; he reports the actions of!) 
some of those accused persons and} 
| my submission is that on that broad | 
ground, it is admissible. | 

“The Court: Certainly if you have 
a witness who can prove all its con- 
tents, 
| “Mr. A, L. Smith: I have not had | 
an opportunity of asking this wit- 
j ness and I don’t think I can. 


| IS NOT PREVENTED 

“The Court: I don’t know of any 
sich rule to prevent you asking 
him about the contents of the docu- | 
ment, You just asked if it was true 
| he sent it out.” | 

And so, gentlemen, it should be 
quite clear to you and as I say io 
all those who are interested, that! 
the crown was not prevented from 
proving the truth of the contents of 
the circular which was offered in 
evidence against these defendants. 

Now, I do not wish to leave | 
with you the impression that the | 
Crown has tried to act oppressive- | 
ly or unfairly, even though in my 
judgment it has acted quite mis- 
takenly. The fact is that the 
crown invokes a rule of evidence 
in conspiracy cases, borrowed 
from the law of agency, namely, 
that the acts and declarations of 
each conspirator in furtherance of | 
the common design are admissible | 
against all conspirators, 

There can be no question as to 
the rule. The difficulty from the 
crown’s standpoint as I see it is 
that it has no application in the 
| circumstances to the circular letter | 
| in question; first, because it does | 
not appear and has not been shown | 
| that the narrative of past events | 
contained in the letter was in fur- | 
| therance of a common design, and | 
secondly, because in any event be: | 
fore the alleged acts or declarations | 
of some conspirators are evidence 
| against others it surely must be 
shown that such acts were in fact 
| done or that such declarations were | 
| in fact made and this in my view 
cannot be accomplished by putting 
forward a circular letter without 
any proof as to the truth of its con- 
| tents.
